Pennsylvania’s game season 
will 
virtually end next Friday, 
December 
15, when the time allowed for shoot­ 
ing the chief varieties of game, exclu­ 
sive of deer, w ill expire. 
After that 
date less than half a 
dozen 
animals 
and birds may bt* shot and the season 
on them will end with the year. 
The seasons ending in 
Friday aru 
wild turkey, rabbits, squirrels, 
phea­ 
sants and quail, the bags made of ra b ­ 
bits and squirrels 
having 
been un 
usually good, according to officials of 
the State Game Commission who have 
been getting reports or the shooting 
in various sections of the state. 
The 
quail have also been abundant, thanks 
to the 
care 
taken 
by 
farmers and 
sportsmen who have fed them in times 
of deep snow. The figures on the deer 
kills are not yet in hand.hut state offi­ 
cials maintain that the season^*as very 
good. 
The seasons ending on .January I are 
bear, raccoon, 
blackbird 
and 
shore 
birds. 
The 
blackbird shooting 
is 
virtually over except in the southern 
coonties, very few of the flocks that 
were so numerous'being now seen.

Prolificacy of Sows. 
, An Investigation at the Iowa station 
to discover the influence of the age 
of hows ujHin their prolificacy and the 
weight and growth of tin* pigs they 
produced gave some interesting result*. 
It was found, for example, thut fifteen 
sows bred at eight or nine m onths av­ 
eraged 7 2-3 j»lgs jier litter, while four-* 
teen sows nlmut twenty four months 
old average*! 'J3 5 pigs per litter, and 
aged sows averaged 10 3 5 per litter. 
Pigs from the younger sows weighed 
on an average 2.30 (animis jier pig; 
from the two year old sows 2.03, from 
aged sows 2.01 pounds. 
W hen about 
six weeks old the jiigs from tin* young 
sows made an average daily gain of 
032 pound, while the jiigs from the 
two year old sows gained 0.40 jocund. 
No data are given on the gain of th* 
pigs from the aged hows. 


Good For Covsr Crops. 
A cover crop is im portant and should 
be planted In the orchard. 
The leg­ 
umes are preferable if they are adapt­ 
ed to the soil, time of planting and 
soil needs. Crimson clover, red clover 
and vetch may be found adaptable 
Wheat, rye. barley and oats can qften 
be sown to good advantage.
